THB ARCHBISHOP'S HURDEB. 

Fuller Held to Answer to the CUargo-TUe 
EiamlnaUon— Only One WltiieM— De- 
fendant BefuBed to Hake a 
Statement. 

The .-iiixiliary ateam schooner Loo, 
lioliuiging to the Sitka Trading Coiupaii}-, 
.irrived at Seal tie on Thursday afternoon 
from t he north. 

.Viuoiig those who came from Alaska on 
the schooner was Mr. J. G. Bradoy, a 
iiioiuber of the Sitka Trading Company. 
In an inturviow he said: 

''.-Vs I'nited States coiiiinissioiior, it be- 
came my duty to conduct tho oxainination 
of young I'ullor, charged with the mur- 
der of .-Vri-hbishop Charles John Seghers, 
on t he Yukon rivuroii November 11, 1886. 
There was but one witness, and that was 
tho Indian Slidog, who Avas preaent when 
the deed was connnitted. The defendant 
refused In make any statement. The tes- 
timiiuy of Slidog was very straightfor- 
ward. Ho said tho three wore journeying 
logelhur; that on the day previous to tho 
murder the archbishop Heeiiied very much 
oul of sorts, and whipped the dogs with 
his allow shoes and then threw tho shoes 
away. Fuller |)icked them up and car- 
ried iheui some distance, and liandod them 
to the priest, who again threw them away. 
Tliu Indian then picked lliem up and 
carried them until evmiing. Traveling 
was very ditiicult, and but very poor 
prfigress had been made that day. Dur- 
ing the evening a spirited disousaiou took 
place between tho archbishop and Fuller, 
and the Indian judged from their inannur 
tli.i'. they W'jie quarreling, hut could not 
understand anylhiiig that was said lie- 
caiise it was s[)okeii in English. The 
iiexl iiionuiig early they aroae and liefnre 
breakfast, in fact before any words had 
[lassed between any of tliem, ' Fuller 
raiseil his rifle and shot Archbishop 
.Seghers through the head. .-Vs he fell 
dead, the Indian jiim]ied .-iiid gralilied the 
01111, hut l''uller shook hands with him 
;iml indicated that ho had no intention of 
harming him. After the testimony was 
all in I held Fuller w ithout bail to answer 
to the charge of murder. Fuller is a 
good-looking young man, with mild blue 
eyes and light hair, and the last person 
you would suspect of being a murderer."

Wasiunuton, Sujit, 23rd. — Several let- 
ters which passed between Secretary 
Whitney and Rear .Admiral Luce in cm- 
noction with the lattcr's action in the 
lislieries matter, are made public to-day.

The 
secret. -iry suggests that it would bo 
well for the admiral to put upon record a 
disavowal of any intention on hia part to 
coiiiproniise any rijiarinii right. .-Vdmiral 
Luce's reply to this eommunieation ia 
dated from Newport, .Sept. !Hli. After 
giving reasons for his action in corres- 
p..mliiig with Cupt. Scott of the Canadian 
service, he atatea tliat "us it ia evident 
that my acti. Ill without an express direct 
order is liahle to he misunderstood, I be.g 
leave expressly and in most eiuphutio

Hia 
leller ci iichidcH as follows: "In reference 
to my ]iresent and future employment I 
would say that I hold myself at all times 
entirely at the disiioHitioii of the depart- 
ment and will relinquish my command or 
retain it, as may bethought best."

TH^ SEABIRD MURDER CASE. 

UepoaltluHK of Two Impartant Witnesses T»keii 
—The Case E^iuCher Remanded. 

At tho provincial jiolico court yesterday 
before Edwin .lolinson, S. M., tho pri- 
soner Macnioose, of the Soiibird murder 
case, was hroiighf up. Sergeniit Flewiii waa 
sworn in as interpreter, and Narlarcar- 
mnrloos was cautioned to s|)eak the trnth, 
and bis former statenieiit against Mac- 
inoose, which waa as follows, W»8 
read over to huu: -I -saw prison- 
er, iMacmoose, in company with an- 
otlior Indian named Klaikwa.S(|Uin cut- 
ting up -I portion of a schooner; I was in 
a canoe hunting at the liiiio with my 
daughter; Ihe schooner had two 
inaats; this was about a year ago; 1 did 
not speak to them as 1 was afraid; aaiuall 
river runa into the bay whore the schoo- 
ner was: next day saw Klarkwasquin and 
Maciuoose; they asked me if I .saw them 
near iho schminer; told iiie lie would 
give nie §50 lo s.-iy nothing about it; I 
have nul, received anything from him; 
Klaakwaaiium told me there were three 
men on the achoonor when they were kill- 
ed; they weie killed with an axe; thejr 
were short men; one had only one arm; 
Maciiionse fold me they burnt up tho 
schooner .uid hid the whisky, etc., in tho 
bush; Ixlark wasipnn bought :i caiioo and 
paid SlOO for u ; should have told tho 
police before, lint. WIS fold not to by 
a chief; Klarkwasi|um afterward t*)ld 
me they had burnt the bodies of the 
men in the schooner; 1 have never told 
my daughler to s.-iy anything about the 
ease; a gun ;inil lilh- licloiigiug to the 
scho..nei- was .sold li\ Ixlarkuasqum; I 
have asked him for the .SfiO; told him I 
would tell oil him ; li;i\ e never had any- 
thing .if him; the old man told mo to say 
not hiiig about the murder; Quanilet was 
not present when I sjioke to Klarkuaa- 
i|inii alioiiL the iiiuidcr; 1 never saw him 
on till! Fraser; lie li.ld me he had killed 
the men, bill ilid not say that anyone 
helped him; there was a lire iiuar the 
schooner, but 1 did not see the murdered 
mi'ii; 1 was afraid and hurried away; 
have onlj' been there once since in com- 
pany with the police.

A .STATESMAN'S VIEW. 

Sir Sidar .luug, one of tlu? uioat states- 
manlike native huliaii administrators, in 
au interview regarding the discontent pre- 
valent in. India, candidly admitted that 
English rule was, iu some respects, nu)ro 
disliked than that of even the most vio- 
lent and unjust of preceding foreign con- 
([Uerors. He thought the reason was that 
none of England's predecessors were 
foreign to the country as tho Englishmen 
are, aiid, that with all their faults, they 
settlpcl among and amalgamated tlieuiselvea 
with the people, which the Englishmen 
with all their virtues can newr do.

THE BUTE INLET RAILWAY. 

Major Houlthei' cniil|-,liute.s a valuable 
paper on the V. I'. K. coniplicatii jus with 
Manitoba to the Muil, in which he sen- 
sibly says: We all haVe an interest in the 
HUCcesB of the Canadian PaciBc Railway 
Company and the < ifand Trunk Railway 
I'limpiiny, and are sullicii.'iitly interested 
to help them to maiut.iin their credit and 
extoiul their oiierations through Canada, 
because their carrying trade addn to the 
industry of tho country, but at tlio same 
time the interests of botii compatiies 
should be subordinate to the ])eoplo'H in- 
terests and iiol till? people's to theirs, .as is 
the c'lae uncli-i' tho monopoly clause. The 
.Manitoba and N'orl li- Western l{ailway,;in 
inipoitant link in .another transcontineu- 
lal railway, has a land grant to I'rince 
Albert, half-way to the Rockies; a land 
grant for 600 miles more would cany 
them into British Columbia, when that 
province uould im doubt iiiaki! tlie same 
land i'laiit that it made for the Canadian 
I'acilii: U.iilway, and we slioidd then have 
two traiiscmtini'iilal lir.es coinp«ting for 
tlif trade of the c luntiy, and coniiieting 
for the trade of the Pacilicon tho shortest 
routes across the continent; such a result 
is worth an additioiiid ell'ort on tlio part 
of Canada, by uijiing nut thi' umnopoly 
elaiiiie from t he Stat ute books. 1 should 
remark in c(incluai<ui that it is not Anieri 
can competition that the hearts of the 
people are set on, but they havo .an in- 
graiued feeling that the competition of 
the lliaud 'I'riink Railway would bo pow 
orful enough to ensure a fair field and no 
favors, without injiiring Canadian inter- 
ests.

. THE SDFS DISTANCE. 

In Deceinl)er^'' 188^;' parties^ ot' aatrdiib-' 
mei-s were scattered over the world to ob- 
serve tho transit of Venus across the 
sun's disc, which took iilace on tho 8th of 
that month. The observations then so- 
cured by parties sent out by tho liritiah 
government have boon reduced under tho 
direction of JMr. Stone, director of the 
Rudclitl'o observatory, Oxford, whose re^ 
port has just been published. Exiiudi- 
tioiis were sent out from England to 
.laiii.aica, Rarbadoea, iloriuuda, tho Cai)0, 
Madagascar, JS'ew Zealand and Rriabaiio, 
at all of which, o-xcopt Brisbane, satis- 
factory obaorvatiuns wore obtained. In 
addition to tho above, .the .colonies 
oqiii'ppe'd' stations, iti Canada, . Victoria, 
New South Wales, South Australia, 
Quoonsland, New Zealand, Mauritius, 
Natjil and the Cajie. The object of the 
obsorvatioua was to doteruiiiio aa accu- 
rotely.as liosaible the sun's distance, which 
is, ;so..t6 speak, tho standard yard of the 
astronomer, and was referred to by the 
late 'Astrouoiner Royal.; as. the "noblest 
problem of astronomy." In 1874 and 
1882 photography was used to aid iu tlio 
aidutioii of tho problem. Notwithstand- 
ing tho fact that three transita had been 
observed, tho obsorvora of 1882 had to 
overcome an uucortainty of about onii 
and a half million . miles. In discussing 
the , oljseryal^ons of. 1882, Mr,, . Stone 
aimed at securing two independent deter- 
ininiitioiiH of the sun's distance, one from 
.a coiii|)ariHon of the observationa of entry 
on the sun's disc, and one from tho obser 
vations of egress. From twenty-four ob 
sorvatioiis of the lirst tho distance of 
92,t)i")-t,0()U miles (subject to an uucer 
t^iinty of 240,000 inilea) is obt-aiiiod ; from 
tho second, !)2,.'U1),000 miles (subject to 
an uncertainty of ;i70,000 miles); or, com 
billing the two classes of idiservation, we 
have the distance of tho sun eiiual to 
i)2, 51)0,000 miles, with an uncertainty of 
200,000 miles. 'I'hia value is 190,000 less 
than that deduced from the British ob- 
servations of the transit of 1874.

HELIGOLAND. 



A curious position iu tlioCierinan ocejin 
is that occupied by the small ialaiul of 
Heligoland, that is almost within sight of 
the embouchures of the Elbe and.Weaer 
rivers. ' This island belongs to England 
and is ruled by x governor with a cor 
poral's guard as sulticieiit suiiport. It is 
mainly inhabited by lishermeu, but in the 
suuiuier time is besieged by visitors from 
all parts of (iermany on account of its un- 
usual bathing facilities. Of couiso, it is a 
thorn in the side of Prince . Bismarck to 
see an island ill .the' haiids of a foreigner 
that, if fortified with modern ordnance, 
would form a groat moiiace to the Goriuun 
commercial niarino, and, no doubt, the 
Empire would proolaiiu war if England 
were to niako a stronghold of it. The 
island would bo of no groat service to 
England in an pffeiisivo war, as it is a more 
plateau with cliffs on every side, and there 
is no harbor or even a shelter against the 
pitiless storms that periodically swoop 
across the Ninth sea. But as a dofeiiaive 
point it Would be of great value to C!er- 
numy, and there can be no doubt that 
Heligidand, once in the possession of the 
(ionuans, would be made a formidable 
and important stronghold. This curt do- 
acriptiou is to tho point, aa the French 
journals havo stjtrtod the ro[)ort that the 
British governiiiont had intimated to tho 
I miiorial cabinet a willingness to surren- 
der the island to the Gorman Empire. 
About four or five years ago, when Lord 
Granville was at tho head of foreign af- 
f.iirs, a similar rumor was current, inid 
many parties iu Germany at tho time ac- 
tually believed that a treaty had boon 
signed siirrenJeriiig Heligoland to the 
(ierniaii oin])ire. But the atl'air fell 
through, if everoiitertaiiied. It is known 
that the (ieriiiau chancellor does busineaa 
on the prinoiplo of "Ymi scratch my back 
I scratch yours." It is further known 
that the Geruians are possessed of an ar- 
dent wish to acipiire that snug little island 
upon which they look as a d'eriuaii out- 
post, and whither every year tens of 
thousands of the (jrermau middle classes 
travel in order to refiesh their minds and 
bodies ill the bracing sea air. If Prince 
Rismarek should succeed in getting hold 
of Heligol.and he would be the must pop- 
ular man in (iormaiiy if he had not done 
awy thing else all his life. These reporta 
may bo made as a "feeler" of British 
opinion, but in case they should prove to 
be true, what benefit is Ent'land to ex- 
pect in rotnni

A few examph a 
of Christ's teaching wore given, one of 
them being the coinmaml of .leans to 
Hia discijiles when lie sent llnuu iiilo the 
world to teach all who would believe, 
would be saved, those who did not be 
lieve should be condemned. Thm'e was 
no comproinue in this coumiaml. 
Another case was that in wluidi 
Christ said that unless baptised no one 
could enter the kingdom of Heaven; in 
this, loo, the edict waa ninat imoiuiiiirom- 
ising. Again, in the expression used by 
our Saviour when ho sjioke of bis follow- 
ers as sheep who know him and who 
followed him; this w;ia language most 
plain and aigniliril that iiiileaa membora 
of Hih fold they could not hope to he s.ived ; 
ttik exclamation which would infer tli.il, 
there could bo no h;df way or c iiniironi- 
iso. The sijeaker thought timt no 
tMdjuijf could be more exoliuivo or 
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cisive. Christ meant by this that there 
cmild lie no possibility of salvation unless 
His teachings were followed. 

Those who would not obey Christ's 
teachings were by him compared to the 
heathun who wore determined and wilful 
idolateis, antl who could not hojie to be 
saved. The speaker thought Christ'H 
olijuct in this was to lead the unbelieving 
to tho church, and tbat'ho confided to tho 
.'\postlos the mystoriea of the church in 
order to save mankind, who were then 
sent foith to save and to teach 
tho truth. This was what what wa.s found 
in the Church of (Mirist at its oatablish- 
iiient, .and ils doctrines were infallible as 
tliev Were the truth and in 110 way could 
1 le be coniproinised. The teaclieiH, too, 
were held to be infallible as what they 
taught Was the truth, siinjilo .and grand, 
being tilled, as they were, by tho Holy 
( ;liost, thus making it impossible to err, 
ami who ever heard tlieiii heard Christ 
himself. Tln^ Cliiireli had taught for near- 
ly two thoiiaand years and its teachiliga 
were t lu^ a;inie now as in. ils begiiniing, 
and w.is now aa exclusive and uncompro- 
mising as then. This waa becuu.se of the 
power of truth. 

Christ liad appointed St. Peter as the 
visible head of t he ehureli, and this had 
been liaiiileil down t hroiigli long geiiera- 
ti.iiiar bill the pi iwei- of t viu h had k<'|>t 
ihe eliaiii in it,-; iim-^-rity. 'I'liia head was 
the king and power of tlu: eliurch, whose 
intliieiice had been ftdl by virtue of its 
truth. Chriat .himself never being separ- 
ated from this head, but being always 
aaaoeial ed wit li il , this waa the austaill- 
iiigpiiuer .•ig.iiiial which iiotliiug would 
pieviiil, and the .same teachings of 
truth atill existed and would prevail 
through all, truth being omnipotent in ita 
power. 

Tho speaker said it miglii be aaked why 
Christ established such aii uncoiiiproniis- 
iii',' l;iw. It eoiUd be .■uiHwered that it was 
beeailae tlu; Cliuivh of Christ was to be 
the ark of safely of the buinan race, and 
out of that safety no one could hope to be 
saved, and its teachings must be in strict 
aceoniaiiee withtriilh. It h.id been aak- 
ed where was th.-il ( 'liiireh, aipiealioii 
wliieli.it one time need not have been 
asked. Christ oslablished but one, and a 
I i se.ireli of history would show which waa 
the true one, and none of the branches 
could be c(msidored as true, because the 
original infallibility vuated in it could 
never be lost, as the foundation was Ihe 
rock of truth; 110 other ebureh but, the 
( ';il holie ei iiiM iiro\ I- any such eatabliah- 
iiieiit. The terieliings of tlie Holy Catho- 
lic eliurch were found in all lands, ill the 
press, in the aehoolrooni and in the lec- 
ture hall, whose infiuence had 
overthrown idolatry, civilized aavages 
and propagated. the truths of Christianity, 
.•mil tin; he.id of thia eliiir<;h being Chriat 
it cniild be disi inguished from llmae who 
eoiihl not el.aiiii Him. His SUataiiiitig aii- 
I hiirity and truth kept it alive. Other 
leligioiia li;iil arisen, but the Roman 
Catholic Churcii lunl lived in spite of the 
perseeutiona of jiaganism antl atheism. 
Tln-re never waa a time in the Ioul' cen- 
tuiies when this church had been extill- 
iliiiahed. In I a-aiit ifiil .and brilliant laii- 
giiaL;e 1 lie .speaker illiiatraled the kingly 
struggle w hii-li had been so victorious, 
V ho held that tho Roman Chureli was the 
true one .is it stood tho teat of cenlurica, 
being upln-ld by tho adamantine power of 
truth. It hail alwaya been the .same, in- 
fallible, e.\elusive and iiiieoiupromiaing in 
ils te.ii'liiuLjs, ami no one could lio])e to be 
saved out siih' it. Of the lieathon, who 
may have never had its teachinga, but 
who have idieyed the gre.it na- 
tural law of right would be not 
altogether shut, out, but tlmae who 
had the d'ospel wilh tlieni eould hope of 
110 salvat ion unless they believed. .Jew.s 
and Protestants who had lived to the boHt 
of their ability to obey tho will of ( !od, 
and w ho had done so as far as they knew, 
would, hi; thought, be leniently dealt 
with, but those who hail had an oppor- 
I iiiiily to le.irii the truth of the church, 
and who would mil, through ohatinancy, 
could li.ivo no hope, aa out of the Church 
of Christ there could be no a;dvation. 
Tho Roman church, though, did not aay 
that all those who died t;ood iirotustanoi 
went to hell. She eould not do that, as 
she w.-is not the jinlgeof the de.nl -only 
till' teaelier of the living- and it would 
be impo.-aible to ii'll what passed between 
the soul of the dying one aud its Maker. 
Thu church taught all to think tlie best of 
everything. No true Catholic could 
assert that such a oin' was damned. 

The H|M',-iker in most eloipieiil language 
deaeiiheu tlieswi-et and loving doctrines 
of t'he ( liiircli of which he was a teacher, 
and t hroiiL;hout his diaeonrse held liia aii- 
dieoee al I elil ive I o Ilia evei'y Word. Ilia 
whole addrcHH waa tunqierate and logical 
in ita argument, an^ showed the reverend 
a|n'.iker is a master of rhetoric and 
l.'iiiLrme/e, the tenor of hia reniai'ka ap- 
]iealiiig to the hearts of hia hearers, aa in 
biirala of fervid elmpienei! he appealed ti 
those present to live in the grace of <!oil.
